To some observers, the information, 
in an Associated Press dispatch from 
the liner Varis, bringing F:nance Min- 
ister Caillaux to this country, came 
ns evidence that France's mission 
would seek to negotiate solely on the, 
nation’s capacity to par.

some of them only common law wives, 
but many of them legally married. 

Dr. Simon credits the respect and 
love in which these women are held 
to the fact that the Chinese here, hun- 
gering for a toueh of femininity, are 
often cheated of it by the immigration 
laws which allow few women to enter. 

Back by the native rivets of his 
homeland, Dr. Simon argues, the 
oriental has left the woman of his own 
race he had hoped to marry. She 
was to have been the mother of his 
man-child. In the white woman he 
has taken for his wife, the criminol- 
ogist believes, the Chinese visions all 
that he expected to find in the na- 
tive bride. Then, of course, it is like- 
ly that the white brides are regarded 
as precious objects because of their 
comparative scarcity. 

His study of Chinatown, Dr. Simon 
said, reveals the trait of loyalty on 
the part of white women which has 
been shown since the federal raids 
of last week. ‘ 

“While most of the women certain- 
ly would not be classed as the best 
in American womanhood,” Dr. Simon 
said, “the devotion of their Chinese 
husbands has aroused the very best 
in them. Many times they have 
found an asylum for broken hearts 
and they are extremely grateful.”

New York, September 20.—The

Washington, September 20.—The 
claim that future trading in grains is 
a stabilizing influence on prices fails 
of proof by a survey of statistics over 
a long period of years, the federal 
trade commission has found. 

This conclusion is reached in the 
commission’s sixth report on the 
grain trade, which will be submitted 
to congress along with others. This 
report, whieh follows an _  exten- 
Sive investigation, deals with prices of 
eash grain and grain futures, as _re- 
lated to various factors of supply and 
demand. 

“It has often been asserted by ad-. 
vocates of future trading, especially 
large speculators and commission 
houses, that future trading operates 
as a stabilizing influence on prices,’ 
the report states, “but detailed sta- 
tistical analysis of cash and _ future 
iprice movement for many years yields 
'no convincing evidence of this. 

/ “The data studied does not indicate 
i that future prices are especially stable 
land the technical conditions of future 

trading appear to cause some fluctu- 
' ations in prices that woulrd not other- 
| wise appear.”

New York, September 20.—The ma- 
jority of workers are not in accord 
with President Coolidge’s stand on 
the settlement of the war debt, Mat- 
thew Woll, vice president of the Amer- 
ican Federation of.

By China Given 
Vote of Approval 


-altimore, September 20.—(?)— 
Extraterritoriality should be abolish- 
ed and China given customs autonomy, 
with the United States assuming 4 
“vigorous leadership in these inter- 
national negotiations,” the unoffficial 
conference on Chinese-American rela- 
tions held today in a majority report, 
adopted after two hours of heated de- 
bate. which split the conference 
asunder. The conference, which has 
been in session at Johns Hopkins 
university since September 1%, ad- 
journed late this afternoon. 

The formal expression of a con- 
ference opinion was a reversal of the 
originally intended policy of taking 
no direct action on the matters dis- 
cussed, 

No clear-cut lines were drawn, eith- 
er in the debate, or in the voting, In- 


cerned. It was particularly notable 
that members of the business and com- 
mercial groups were represented on 
both sides. 

Particular exception was taken by 
the minority, representing about one- 
fifth of the conference personnel, to 
the advocacy of “vigorous leadership” 
by the United States.

No formal report was drawn up, & 
report by Dr. A. L. Warnshuis, of the 
International Missionary council, rep- 
resenting the concensus of opinion at a 
previous group meeting, at which the 
opportunity of the American govern- 
ment in regard to China was discuss- 
ed, being accepted by vote as the sub- 
stance of the conference opinion. 


London, September 20.—Great Brit- 
ain sympathizes with the general trend 
of Chinese aspirations for the aboli- 
tion of extraterritoriality, but before 
this can be accomplished reforms must 
be made in the Chinese fiscal and legal 
systems. 

This is the British attitude toward 
the current Chinese situation, as out- 


lined in the instructions which For- 
eign Secretary 
has issued to the British delegates 
who will attend the Chinese tariff con- 
ference in Pekin next month. Cham- 
berlain’s instructions. were published 
by the foreign office Sunday. 

The foreign secretary points out 
that one of the chief difficulties which 
confront the powers in their desire 
to assist China is the need of revising 
the fiscal and legal systems, and the 
lack of an effective central govern- 
ment.

Alien Communists ° 


Are Denied Right 
In United States 


Washington, September 20.--()— 
Secretary Davis was advised today by 
Solicitor Risley of the labor depart- 
ment that the immigratién law of the 
United States clearly specifies that 
an alien of communist political faith 
may not lawfully enter or remain in 
the United States, and is subject to 
exclusion or deportation. 

The opinion made no mention of 
the case of Shapurji Saklatvala, com- 
munist member of the British parlia- 
ment, whose passport to this country 
was cancelled by Secretary of State 
Kellogg, but it bore directly upon the 
subject. Mr. Davis sought the opinion 
yesterday after a conference with of- 
ficials of the state department, whose 
barring of Saklatvala has been criti- 
cized, é 

It is not necessary, the solicitor 
pointed out, that a communist be di- 
rectly affiliated with the American 
branch of the party to come within 
the Scope of aliens excluded. He de- 
clared it to be sufficient that the com- 
munist is a member of any one or 
more of the bodies which oppose the 
communist internationale and _ con 
tinued : 

“The question: ‘Can a communist 
be admitted to the United States” 
can only receive one answer from the 
secretary of labor. The law is plain 
and unequivecal that aliens who be- 
lieve in or advocate the overthrow by 
force or violence, not alone of the 
government of the United States, but 
of organized government must be ex- 
cluded ; that mere membership or of- 
filiation with any organization having 
such object is cause for exclusion and 
depertation. 

“So much for the exclusion of com- 
munists. Another section of the law 
provides that on the same grounds 
the secretary of labor shall by warrant 
of —— take into custody and de- 
port aliens with similar beliefs found 
in the United States.”

Boston, September 
time is coming when Americans will 
crow their own fuel and American 
cities will be heated by electricity, 


Henry Ford is quoted as saying dur- 
ing his stay at his Wayside Inn in 
Sudbury, in an interview published by 
the Christian Science Monitor today. 

‘The fuel of the future,” he said, 
“is going to come from fruit like that 
sumach out by the road ‘or from ap- 
ples, weeds, sawdust—almost any- 
thing. There's fuel in every bit of 
vegetable matter that can be  fer- 
mented. 

“Electricity will heat American 
cities in the future. I think that’s 
what we are going to use more and 
more in place of coal. Why not con- 
vert coal into electric power by burn-

the city without ever bringing it to the 
surface? 

“When the time comes ways will be 
found to dam up necessary water for 
condensing the steam. 

“We have a‘‘lake’ on the roof of 
one of my Michigan factories now for 
just that purpose. I’m beginning to 
send power by wire instead of by 
freight load.” 

Turning to an explanation of the 
grist mill which he is having built 
not far from the inn, Mr. Ford said: 

“I’m experimenting now with a new 
kind of flour. We're not ready to 
make an announcement yet, but it’s 
going to consist of flour made entirely 
of the so-called ‘germs’ of the wheat 
alone, the most nutritious part, now 
discarded by bakers.”’ .

The purpose of those who proposed 
and accomplished the amendmer:t of 
the constitution as embodied in the 
eighteenth amendment. was to estab- 
lish a national polity for dealing with 
the liquor traffie in general and the 
evils inseparable from it. It was not 
intended to set up simply a system of 
police regulations, It was to declare 
that neither the national government 
nor the state governments should per- 
mit~vr tolerate a commercial liquor 
business any more than they can re- 
establish and promote the old system 
of chattel slavéry. prohibited by the 
thirteenth amendment. No sensible 
person who was earnestly engaged in 
the prolonged so-called “crusade” for 
national prohibition believed that the 
writing of the polity into the national 
charter would automatically and in- 
stantly end the outlawed business. On 
the contrary a common understanding 
of the reactions of human nature to 
prohibitive laws of every kind, from 
those of Sinai down to the traffic laws 
of yesterday, predicated that the work 
of enforcing prohibition, preventing 
rum-running, moonshining, bootleg 
ging, bribery and private social law:

test. That has proven in the last 
five years to be true, and the end of 
that conflict between the law and the 
lawless is not yet in view.

With such manifest conditions pre- 
vailing one who is friendly to prohi- 
bition must be glad that we have now 
so much enforcement as is witnessable. 

Why Public Sentiment Sagged. 

The report finds that public sen- 
timent in support of prohibition has 
sensibly sagged in the recent years. 
lt is quite a true finding and a de- 
plorable one. But the cause of it is 
not far to find. When 
Harding put Andrew W. Mellon at 
the head of the treasury depariment, 
from which the prohibition unit funce- 
tions, the hearts of the hosts of pro- 
hibition sank within them. In their 
spirits they hung their harps upon 
the willows and sat down to mourn 
as those without hope. They were 
not mistaken. Their worst fears hate 
been realized. . Secretary Mellon is 
unquestionably the ablest financier in 
this or any other country. He has 
handled our difficult post-war treas- 
ury problems with unparalleled skill. 
But he seems mentally and morally 
incapable of realizing that his astute- 
ness in finance cannot atone for his 
enmity to prohiibtion and his infidel- 
ity to his oath to uphold and enforce 
the national constitution and laws. 

The prohibitionists of the country 
have not the slightest faith in Sec- 
retary Mellon or in Commissioner 
Blair and very little is left for Pro- 
hibition Commissioner Haynes. 

Consequently, the Anti- Saloon 
League and the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union, in their campaigns 
through the churehes, in aid of law 
observance and enforcement, are met 
everywhere with the deadening decla- 
ration: “What's the use, so long as 
Mellon is there?’ Hence, public sen- 
timent, even in the churches, has 
waned and sacrifices for the cause 
have been withdrawn.

The prohibition majority An 
all the congresses since the ratiffea-

The report rightly traces deficient 
enforcements of the law generally to 
the failure of the federai prohibition 
unit in the treasury department go 
about its business faithfully and dfli- 
gently.

London, September 20.—Forty-five 
| shoceniad regular army and territorial 
troops, aided by the newest'type of 
airplanes, anti-aircraft guns, tanks 
and personal equipment, will start at 
midnight Monday the first grand scale 
army maneuvers the British have con- 
ducted since 1913. 

The maneuvers are’ awaited with 
deep interest for they are expected to 
have an important influence on future 
warfare, as regards both methods and 
weapons. They will involve criti 
tests for aircraft, and will repre 
the final trial of the efficacy of re 
alry against more modern arms of the 
service. 

The maneuvers are also expected to 
determine whether trench warfare, as 
employed on the western front, can 
be replaced by the old-fashioned open 
warfare of the past. 

In a great area bounded by Read- 
ing. Bath. Chichester and Blandford, 
and covering portions of five counties, 
the armies of the imaginary kingdoms 
of Westland and Eastland will do bat- 
tle for four days. 

For several weeks, the units select- 
ed for the maneuvers have been gath- 
ering and going through prliminary 
movements. 

The countryside has been startled 
by the constant procession of new, 

speedy, unadvertised tanks, while 
ig impses of new model machine guns 
and anti-aircraft guns have interest- 
ed ex-soldiers. For the maneuvers 
proper, new types of airplanes, speedy 
and well-armed, 
quietly to the “baftle field.” 

Participation of territorial troops 
is significant. Only on one occasion 
before—in 1910—have  territorials, 
which correspond to the - national 
guard, taken part in, regular army 
war games. 

But they will participate regularly 
in the future because of the war de- 
partment’s new policy of making the 
regular army a permanent, fixed num- 
ber force, and in the event of war, 
basing all army expansion on terri- 
torial units. 


GEORGIA LAW SCHOOL 
RAISES ITS STANDARD 


Athens. Ga., September 20.—(Spe- 
cial.) —-With its standards raised and 
eligibility to membership in the Asso- 
ciation of American Law Schools at- 
tained, the Lumpkin law school at the 
University of Georgia is entering 
what promises to be the most success- 
ful year of its history. 

The law school this year begins its 
session with a higher standard than 
obteined last year or ever before in 
its history. By becoming a member 
of the Association of ‘American Law 
Schools the institution cannot admit 
students who have not had a two 
years’ collegiate course. . This, natur- 

ally, would tend to decrease the en- 
rollment of first year students, How- 
ever, despite the raising of the stand- 
ards, the enrollment of first-year stu- 
dents is very satisfactory, Judge G. F. 
Gober, president of the school, an- 
nounces. , 

The law school building, located on 
the corner of Lumpkin and Broad 
streets, has been remodelled and the 
building is now equipped and arranged 
admirably. The outside of the build- 
ing has been improved but most of 
the work was done to the interior. 
One of the large class rooms wg9s 
divided into two rooms, one now used 
as a class room and the other for the 
school’s library. The library itself 
has been augmented by recent appro- 
priation of the trustees and upon the 
addition of 2,000 more law volumes, 
will be second in size of law libraries 
only to that of the state of Georgia, 
Judge Gober states. 

The downstairs of the building is 
devoted to the library. a class room, 
Dean Sylvanus Morris’ office and an 
office for the law professurs. In the 
dean’s office as well as the office of 
the professors and the president is 
equipped with a small library. 

Upstairs the largest class room is 
located. ‘This room may be used as 
an assembly ‘room, also. It is equipped 
The old desks 
have been re-topped and new desks 
provided for the faculty. The senior 
elass room is also located upstairs. 
This room is equipped with court re- 
ports and digests for instant conven- 
imece of the students. The office of 
Judge Gober, located on the second 
floor, is alse well equipped with law 
volumes.
